It was discovered that the all Im­ 
portant $250,000,000 surplus dispos­ 
al measure, drawn by the Iowa com­ 
mittee of 48 had been tacked on to 
the inoffensive administration co-op­ 
erative m arketing measure 
as 
an 
amendment by the senate 
agricul­ 
tural committee. 
This gives the farm bloc members 
a parliam entary advantage 
which 
has made them jubilant over pros­ 
pects of early action. 
The measure 
now is pending upon the senate cal­ 
endar and Chairman Wadsworth of 
the senate steering committee told 
the United Press that he would call 
a meeting of his committee probably 
today to give farm relief preference 
after four measures now in the pro­ 
gram. 
The agricultural committee 
first reported out as separate fneas- 
ure the corn belt bill which is an 
interpretation of similar bills which 
have been killed by the last two con­ 
gresses. 
Under this arrangem ent it 
would have been the object to all 
devices of delay because it does not 
encourage support of the adm inis­ 
tration. 
Later, however, Senator 
Norris, republican, Nebraska, is said 
to have persuaded the committee to

The Tincher farm relief bill i% in­ 
adequate and puerile as

The Tincher bill is purely super­ 
ficial, they said, and does not touch 
the heart of the farmers’ problem. 
The Haugen bill, on the other hand, 
they declared, provided immediate 
assistance to the farm itself and met 
the aproval of all farm experts. 
“The Tincher bill fails to handle 
the im portant question of surplus of 
farm products,” the farm heads told 
the president, 
“ while the Haugen 
bill provides a means for distribut­ 
ing this surplus and guaranteeing to 
the farmer adequate reimbursement 
for his crop.” 
“The Tincher bill is satisfactory 
after a fashion, but is not sufficiently 
all embracing to be 
considered

thorough relief measure.”

volving relief fund,

in

treasury of $100,000,000 and creates 
a farm board possessing jurisdiction 
over all farm probleifis.

en bill provides a fund of $225,000,- 
000, available immediately to farm­ 
ers a system of disposing of surplus 
crops and an equalization fee that 
would reimburse the fund after two 
years for expenditures.

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RIVALRY IM TAX CUTTING 


A D is p a t c h subscriber wishes this editorial from the Min­ 
neapolis Journal re-printed. 
It is headed “Rivalry in Tax Cut­ 
ting” and shows commendable competition among towns to cut tax 
rates. 
The editorial reads: 
Before long there may be under way a spirited but friendly 
rivalry among States, and among cities, too, as to which can op­ 
erate its government most thriftily. The signs all point that way. 
States and cities that want to grow and prosper are coming to sec 
the pulling power of low taxation. 
But the new vision is of most recent origin. While the Fed­ 
eral Government has been cutting operating expenses, the local 
governments, or most of them, have gone ahead increasing operat­ 
ing expenses. The favorite alibi of the tax-spenders, State growth 
and city growth, is not such a good one, as alibis go, for the Na­ 
tion itself is growing as rapidly as most of its parts are growing. 
The federal lesson is beginning to sink in. 
Citizens art- 
learning that efficiency and economy are not incompatible, that 
satisfactory government does not necessarily mean costly govern­ 
ment. So there is real hope for the local tax reduction campaign, 
proposed to cover all sections of the Country, which is to be dis­ 
cussed, and possibly put in motion, at the annual convention of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce in Washington in May. 
Time was when such a campaign could have been successfully 
denounced in certain political quarters as a scheme of the rich 
to cut the taxes on their own property at the expense of the poor. 
But professional tax-eaters can not get away with that kind of 
stuff any more. 
The spread of home owning has made direct 
property taxpayers of too many citizens. 
These new direct taxpayers were contributing their full share 
to the public coffers in the days when they were renting homes. 
But they did not realize it, for the reason that the money passed 
through the landlord's hands. 
Even while they complained about 
high rents, they were not much interested in public economy. 
They did not appreciate how much they were affected by extrava­ 
gance in city halls and state capitols. 
This great increase in home ownership, and the Federal Gov­ 
ernment’s successful cost cutting effort, are strong foundation 
stones in any comprehensive plan for reducing wasteful expen­ 
ditures out of state and city treasuries.

F o l l o w i n g hearings conducted by the State Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission, at which Brainerd was represented, the 
commission has seen fit to raise the telephone rates at Brainerd, 
effective May 1st. 
True, the discount allowed for prompt payment cuts down 
the rates a bit, but nevertheless it means more money to be paid 
out for local telephone service. 
As mentioned at Chamber ol 
Commerce discussions held previously, the telephone industry dif­ 
fers from others insofar that increased service, extension of lines 
and telephones brings in its train higher rates. 
In other lines of 
business quantity production cuts down prices. 
For instance 
when Henry Ford increases production of cars, the price gener­ 
ally drops.

In reading the decision of the State Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission not a word is given of any opposition to increased 
rates. The Chamber of Commerce, the city council and the North­ 
east Brainerd Improvement League, made some attempt to stave 
off a higher rate. 
That is all dismissed in this sentence of the 
opening paragraph of the decision, that at the meeting of the 
commission held at Brainerd December I, “a number of sub­ 
scribers of the company were present but offered no protest to 
the application.” 
All the figures presented were by the petitioning telephone 
company, and the conclusions as reached by the commission were 
adduced from such figures.

Barnum made millions in exploiting Jumbo, the biggest elephant in cap­ 
tivity, and the New York Yankees built the biggest baseball stadium in the 
world on the trade drawn by Babe Ruth, the greatest baseball slugger in 
the world. 
As long as Jumbo retained his dimensions and as long as the Babe kept 
his siege gun working the investment in the manufneturo of the bally-hoo 
returned dividends one hundred fold. 
The hally-lioo always will last as long as tho subject delivers and there 
is even compensation when the razzborry chorus goes to work. 
The crowds that flocked to see Babe Ruth ride a ball out of the park take 
almost as much delight and they turn out in numbers almost as large to give 
the Babe the berry when he fans. 
From a business point of view anything 
serves well that draws the customers hut to a manager of a team of athletes 
who is trying to build a winner, the bally-hoo sometimes delivers a kick­ 
back in the face from which there is no recovery. 
The New York Giants had a sorry experience with Jimmy O’Connell who 
ode into the big leagues from California hally-hooed as tho most expensive 
youngster in baseball. 
O’Connell was so awed by <lit' task of living up to a 
reputation that he was a complete failure. 
The Athletics had the same ex­ 
perience with Lefty Groves, a $100,000 pitcher. Groves wasn’t a total flop but 
he is just beginning to respond to two years of careful treatment to get him 
into the mood of being jus! a pitcher and not Lefty Groves, a $100,000 beauty. 
There was also that ancient example of Rube Marquard, who became a great 
pitcher when the fans forgot about him. 


There was great interest in the Yankee training camp to see what suc­ 
cess Babe Ruth would have in bis attempt to stage a comeback and it was 
pointed out that Buster Gehrig and Tony Lazzerri, the home run king of the 
minor leagues, would spur the Babe on. 


‘‘I think the presence of the Babe oil the club will work more of a bene­ 
fit at the start to Lazzerri than any threat of Lazzerri might have on the 
Babe,” Miller Huggins, manager of the Yankees, said. 


He expressed the opinion if the Babe got away to a fast start, the fans 
wouldn’t pay so much attention to Lazzerri and Mark Koenig and that any 
nervousness attending the bally-hoo given to these high priced youngsters 
might be removed. 


"On the other hand," he explained, "if Lazzerri and Koenig make good 
from the jump and Babe doesn't get started so well, it may work to the 
benefit of the Babe. The fans will not be watching him so closely and he will 
get a chance to work In peace. He is a sensitive big fellow and he tries too 
hard when the stands are all watching him.” 


Lazzerri and Koenig made good and, just as Huggins predicted, the fail­ 
ure of the Babe to get a good start was overlooked and he may profit by be­ 
ing only a member of a slugging team of colorful players Instead of the bell- 
eow of a rather drab team as he was for so long. 


Red Grange was a great subject for a bally-hoo because he always de­ 
livered on the college field when the going was the hardest. Grange did his 
best work for Illinois when eleven men on the other side of the line had 
been ordered to stop him at all costs. 
He didn’t de quite so well on the 
professional field but he did well enough to make plerty of money. 


Georges Carpentier always has been a good subject for the bally-hoo. 
Despite the fact that he has won only one fight in this country he is matched 
for a good shot in Tex Rickard's new Garden and is considering several of­ 
fers for better money than a first class American fighter (tan command. 


Carpentier can still he bally-booed as the Georges Carpentier and the 
gentleman of the ring and that is the rep that he has cashed in on.
